* For almost 300 years the Vicar of Bray has been' the type, of a man 
who changes his opinions with the wind, to agree with whatever doctrines 
are currently in favor with those in a position to do him good. Yet so 
much a dead letter are those controversies, . that the references •■ In this 
song are now passe*. 

The Vicar, in explaining his conduct, refers to English monarchs 
from Charles II, who died in l68f>, to George I, who came to the throne 
in I7H4.. We may then presume that he came to his- post sometime around 
T'68'O, when the doctrine of non-resistance was being taught in the univer- 
sities which trained the clergy of the Church of England. This doctrine 
taught that under no circumstances whatsoever could a Christian resist 
any act of his king. The appeal was to Rom ans xiii, l-5>> with a refer- 
ence to the fact that the ruler there ci^TecTwas none less than Nero. 
But let the old rascal speak for himself: 



In good King Charles' golden days,

To teach my flock I never missed: 

Kings are by God appointed.

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THE CIVIL WAR COMPUTER 



On 24 November 1970 the graduate center of the City University of New York held an 
open house,, at which many of its facilities were demonstrated, Chief among these was a 
computer which had had several game programs fed into it, against which visitors could ' 
play, v . 

One of these was a program for the .Slaveholders 1 Rebellion of 186l~65<> Upon select- 
ing this game, the player: was informed of his possible strategies and given the situation 
at the' beginning of the battle* All players wore given the rebel side to play , as a 
challenge to reverse ."the facts of history, ■ ; - 

The game consisted of 14 battles £ First Bull Run, Shiloh f . the Seven Days . campaign be- 
fore Richmond^ Second Bull Rup," Antietam, Fredericksburg, Marfreesboro, Chancollorsville, 
Vicksburg, Gettysburg, •Chickamauga-, Chattanooga, Spotsylvania., and Atlanta 0 Before the 
battle,, the player /is told tho -numbers of his men and the government's, how much money 
each has at disposal,- and the "inflation factor" - which varies from 8% to .14$ for the 
government, and 21$ to -27$ for the rebels. The player is then asked how much he wants to 
spend for food, how much for salaries, and how much for ammunition,. After he ha^parti- - ' 
tioned his available resources., ffche .computer gives him his men's state of morale and tells 
him whether ho is on the offensive or .the defensive „. (The historical facts are followed 
on this last point*-.) The rebel strategy is then given by punching a number, as. follows s

Noodlbss to ' say,, some'- help ' ig' provided ;^y a knowledge of the. historical- outcome^ The 
rebels, outnumbered in every battle, .'would" -bo foolish to try oncirclomdht^- and flanking 
attacks would generally be more productive than frontal ones. -Rebel artillery was notor- 
iously less offective than "tho cannon 'built and manned by a' race of mechanics"., (Flet- 
cher Pratt, Ord eal W-$jra ) 

' Against, the machine I won. both battles of Bull Run, Ant ie tarn, Fred ericksburg, Ghan- 
collorsville, and Gottysburg P losing the others and the war. Needless, to say, somo domur- 
rals may bo entered h6ro 0 " If j^cClollan,: had won. the .. at tie of Seven Days, .. faking Richmond-, 
the rebels certainly would be badly set back, and might even have lost the war' two years •

of governmont troops with artillery,, Casualties wore 209% higher than. actual casualties. 

At Gettysburg one can improve on the original rebel tactics, which were about as bad 
as could possibly bo imagined,, In: unfriendly terrain, with an inferior number of men and 
far inferior artillery, Loo took the longer battle line and charged uphill into the govern- 
ment' s cannon o Instead I ordered a flanking attack, having spent $160,000 out of f 364,800 
on ammunition, I won, with casualties 13$ below thoir historical value 

Of course, lowered casualties do not necessarily moan that ydu win. Mine were 6% loss 
at Chattanooga , and 8% less at Atlanta, but they remained, as they wore historically, gov- 
ernment victories. > But with tho governmont mustering about 75% moro mon than tho rebols 
at oach battle, little else could bo expected* I am informed that tho 5 computer usually 
preserves tho war's actual outcome a • , 

In addition, the computer can moot you in blackjack, football, horso racing, tic-tac- 
too, craps, and matching ponnios*
